Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on June 
15, 2004 has been entered. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
On page 2, line 25, "is" before "shows" should be deleted. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Objections 

3. Claims 3 and 12 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
On claim 3, line 1, "step of before "orienting step" should be deleted. 
On claim 12, line 2, "or third mark" should be changed to - and the third mark --. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Regarding claim 1 , line 1 1 , "the stacked disc array" 
lacks an antecedent basis. Regarding claim 10, line 2, "a disc comprising an index 
mark" is not clear and confusing with "each disc comprising an index mark" in claim 1 . 
Does it refer to the same disc and the same index mark in claim 1 or different disc and 
different index mark? Clarification is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1, 3 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Tigner (Patent No. US 6,208,480). 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 



• 
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under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Regarding claims 1 and 13, Tigner discloses the following steps of Applicant's 

claim: 

a) obtaining each disc (Fig.1, 105, 110) comprising an index mark (Fig.2, 
265) adaptively indicating a rotational position of the respective disc (Col. 2, lines 
25-39); 

b) orienting each disc in relation to the respective index mark in a disc 
stacking machine (Col. 3, lines 21-23); 

c) writing servo information to each of the discs (Col. 2, line 65 - Col. 3, 

line 6); 

d) removing the discs from the disc stacking machine (Applicants admitted 
on Remarks dated on June 15, 2004 that "any ex-situ servo writing method 
necessarily requires the claimed step of removing the discs from the servo writer" 
which includes a disc stacking machine (page 6, line 1-7).); 

e) reorienting each disc in relation to the respective index mark to define a

preselected offset in the servo information between the discs while stacking the 
discs to form the stacked disc array (Fig. 2, 200) (Col. 1, lines 54-56). 
Regarding claim 3, Tigner discloses the step of rotating the discs until at least 
one index mark is detected (Col. 3, lines 21-23).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

10. Claims 2 and 4-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious 
over Tigner (Patent No. US 6,208,480). 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
only under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome 
by: (1) a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not an 
invention "by another"; (2) a showing of a date of invention for the claimed subject 
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matter of the application which corresponds to subject matter disclosed but not claimed 
in the reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference under 37 CFR 
1.131; or (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1.130 stating that the application and 
reference are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in the 
application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer 
in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c). For applications filed on or after November 29, 
1999, this rejection might also be overcome by showing that the subject matter of the 
reference and the claimed invention were, at the time the invention was made, owned 
by the same person or subject to an obligation of assignment to the same person. See 
MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and § 706.02(l)(2). 

Regarding claims 2 and 4, Tigner discloses that the servo information is offset, 
but is silent that it is characterized by a zero offset or a nonzero offset. Since the 
amount of offset is merely a design requirement, it would have been obvious to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to provide a zero offset or nonzero offset. 

Regarding claim 5, Tigner discloses two discs, but is silent that there are more 
than two discs. However, it would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in 
the art to provide more than two discs since it has been held that mere duplication of the 
essential working parts of a device involves only routine skill in the art. 

Regarding claims 6-12, Tigner discloses an index pattern, but is silent that the 
index pattern has a plurality of marks. However, it would have been obvious to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to provide a plurality of marks with various shapes and 
sizes for the purpose of design requirements.
